Iluth, however, can not make up her mind 
to leave lier mother-in-law. Iu protesting 
that she will not consent to abandon her, 
she utters, in most touching.and poetical 
"words, her linn determination. Ko lan- 
guagecnuld be moro beautiful, and no poot 
more poetical. That this deep affection of 
Ruth was not, merely1 "natural aflection," 
but was permeated with a truly religious 
spirit, is very apparent from her words: 
"Thy people shall be my people, and thy God 
my Gud." So tho two went on together and 
came to the village of Bethlehem. There 
all Naomi's old friends were amazed at her 
return. They could hardly believe their 
senses, for iloab was far off, and ten year* 
a long time, and the days were evil days of 
violence.

So says 


Ruth. Sho hud seen enough of tho religion 
of Israel to feel that it was far bettor than 
that of her own ancestors.
